BACKGROUND OH INVENTION 



[0002] In modern telephone networks, the voice path between a calling party 
and a called party and the signalling path which is used to control call- 
processing (call setup, tear-down, billing, etc.) are distinct. This 
network architecture is known as a "Common Channel Signaling" ("CCS") 
architecture and is common throughout the North American Public 
Switched Telephone Network ("PSTN") and other telephone carrier 



networks worldwide.

The CCS architecture enables rapid call setup and tear-down as well as 
many advanced services (i.e. Alternate Billing Services, "800 M toll-free 
calling, Intelligent Network services, wireless roaming, Local Number 
Portability). In the CCS, telephone switches are connected directly to 
each other by voice trunks (as in previous architectures) and are also 
connected by a parallel network of signaling links, which are point-to- 
point digital data circuits generally operating at 56 kilobits per second
